Mr. William Sanders is a gentleman with dilated cardiomyopathy and heart failure. He 
also has a history of amaurosis fugax for which he continues to take Coumadin and sleep 
apnea, which is currently treated with C-PAP. In addition, he is treated for 
hypercholesterolemia and hypertriglyceridemia. I have been following him regularly for 
quite some time. Over the course of the last six years he has had a mild dimunition of his 
left ventricular ejection fraction. He maintains NYHA Functional Class II-III symptoms 
and in all other respects his cardiac status has remained stable though guarded. 

He is maintained on a medical regimen including an ACE inhibitor, beta blocker, 
Digoxin, Coumadin, aspirin and Tricor. I am generally following him up every 3-4 
months or so.
